Council Delays 
Vote On Filling 
Vacant Seats

Due to a charter objection by Councilor Robert 
Magovern at Tuesday night’s (February 20th) meet¬ 
ing, the Agawam Town Council was forced to push 
back a vote to accept a resolution solving the event of 
a tiebreaker until its next meeting. 

The resolution, written by Councilors Anthony 
Bonavita and John Negrucci, called for three council 
members, chosen at random by the Council Clerk, to 
resolve a tiebreaker situation in the case of filling a 
vacant council seat. 

The council has been debating the issue since it 
was deadlocked for more than a month last summer 
while trying to fill a seat vacated by the sudden death 
of Councilor Kent Servis. Councilor Richard Morassi, 
who changed his vote to resolve the issue, finally 
broke the tie. 

Town Charter states that the council must fill a 
vacant seat. The council previously voted to allow the 
town residents to have a say in filling the slot by the 
council selecting the 12th candidate as the replace¬ 
ment. That question will be on the November ballot. 

Bonavita said that although it’s unlikely, there is a 
scenario in which a tie must be broken. 

“Even if the 12th person ballot question passes, 
the tiebreaker rule could still apply if no one wants the 
seat,” Bonavita said.

“I’m very much in favor of this," Magovern said. “ 
But I feel it has to be tied to some kind of charter 
change.” 

He argued that by adding a tiebreaker rule, the 
council would supercede the charter. 

“The Town Solicitor signed off on this," Bonavita 
said. “The charter states that the council shall select 
a replacement." 

"A rule change by the council cannot supercede 
the charter," Magovern said. “The charter supercedes 
any rule." 

Councilor Robert Rossi disagreed with Magovern. 

“I don't believe this is a change in the charter,” 
Rossi said. “This is an avenue, a tool.” 

Negrucci agreed. “This is an avenue to choose the 
next person," he said. “The charter indicated the 
council shall choose and this is a means to help the 
council make the choice.” 

Bonavita said he specifically asked Town Solicitor 
Thomas Locke if he saw any problems with the reso¬ 
lution before submitting it to the Council. 

“If there’s something wrong with it, our solicitor 
signed off on it and it’s his problem," Bonavita said. 

Magovern said that he consulted an attorney on 
the matter as well and received a different opinion. He 
added that he believed the tiebreaker resolution took 
power away from the council. 

“It’s taking power away from the council and giving 
it to three people,” he said. 

“This is only a tool to accomplish our goal," Rossi 
said. 

The topic will be on the council’s next agenda. 


Mayor Richard A. Cohen and School 
Superintendent Frank Ameruoso have joined forces 
with local legislators to entice new teachers to 
Agawam. 

A conversation between Cohen and State 
Representative Daniel Keenan sparked what is pre¬ 
dicted to become an aggressive effort to recruit col¬ 
lege graduates and other teachers. 

“We see recruiting of police officers and other pro¬ 
fessionals - how come we’re not going to schools?” 
Cohen said. “One reason, as always, is finances. 

“Dan Keenan and I were talking about ways to 
attract teachers here and just a few days later he 
called me and said he found a grant that could help," 
Cohen said. The grant, the Massachusetts Educators 
Quality Grant, awarded $25,000 to Agawam’s men¬ 
toring programs and Cohen hopes it will fund this pro¬ 
gram as well. 

“I believe that once we get a teacher to come to 
Agawam, they’ll stay,” Cohen said. "We have good 
students and a good school system. We just need to 
go out and get teachers. 

“We need to attract new, young, exciting, good 
teachers. With teamwork, and working with local leg¬ 
islators, we came up with the idea and the means to 
make it happen.” 

Ameruoso and Cohen both expressed concerns 
that a teacher shortage could be the result of early 


retirement buy-backs. 

“We anticipate that we could lose a high percent¬ 
age of teachers in the next two years to buy-backs,” 
Ameruoso said. Cohen said as much as 40 percent of 
Agawam’s teachers could retire early. 

“So we want to be proactive and make sure we 
have good, qualified teachers ready to take their 
place," Ameruoso said. 

High salaries in Connecticut are the biggest com¬ 
petitors. 

“Teachers know they can make more money in 
Connecticut, so they look there,” Cohen said. “We 
can't compete with that kind of money, so we have to 
show them the other benefits of teaching in Agawam.” 

The best way to do that, he said, is to go and tell 
them. 

“This grant would allow us to recruit students from 
area colleges who are about to graduate with degrees 
in education,” Ameruoso said. 

Cohen, Ameruoso, Keenan, Deputy Superinten¬ 
dent Donald Charest, and a representative from State 
Senator Linda Melconian’s office met recently to dis¬ 
cuss a plan for recruiting teachers and a grant is cur¬ 
rently being written. Cohen said he hopes the grant 
will be approved and awarded as early as the summer 
in order to begin recruiting efforts in the fall.

I am a working mother of two and have been fol¬ 
lowing the debate over full-day kindergarten for the 
past several months. Although my children are too old 
to participate, I fully support this initiative. 

I think that the parents of Agawam should have the 
choice of placing their children in either a full- or half¬ 
day program based on their child’s development. 

What I object to is the constant rhetoric regarding 
working parents who want to use full-day kinder¬ 
garten as a substitute for day care. I am fortunate 
enough to have both my children placed in a great 
family day care situation, where they attend before 
and after school as well as snow days and vacation 
days. Full-day kindergarten would not replace day 
care for those hours and/or days. 

I think the focus of these arguments is misplaced - 
it should be on the needs of the children, not the “hid¬ 
den motives" of the parents. 

Children are more socially, mentally, and intellectu¬ 
ally advanced than they were in years past. For this 
reason, I feel it is important to have programs avail¬ 
able that academically stimulate and challenge as 
well as develop interpersonal skills. I realize that not 
every child is at the same developmental level and 
the personal preferences of parents should be 
respected. That’s why a program choice is critical. 

The assumptions that parents are supportive of 
full-day kindergarten for their own personal conven¬ 
ience is shortsighted. 

Many households in today’s society consist of two 
working parents, and I think those parents try even 
harder to provide the proper environments for their 
children to learn, play, and love. Let’s keep the focus 
on our children, as well as the programs that will pre¬ 
pare them for a lifetime of learning.

Blueprint For Our 
Health Care Future 


Health care is on everyone’s mind these days. In 
the recent presidential campaign, it was prescription 
drug coverage for our seniors. For many patients and 
individuals involved in health care administration, it is 
the financial stability of Massachusetts hospitals. 

For baby boomers, it is the quality of nursing 
homes and elder care for their parents and the whole 
system’s ability to meet their needs as they age. 
Finally, for many hardworking men and women, it is 
simply having access to any health care at all. 

Treating the ailments of our health care system is 
an enormous undertaking. Simply listing some of the 
problem areas - prescription drugs, hospital financing, 
nursing homes, and the uninsured - makes it very 
clear that our health care problems are not isolated 
occurrences. Unfortunately, spiraling costs, an aging 
population, and the expanding possibilities of medical 
treatment have affected every aspect of health care. 

The scope of this problem does not allow for a 
quick fix or a one-year solution. Instead, many of us in 
the legislature have focused on developing a multi¬ 
year blueprint, modeled after our recent Education 
Reform initiative, that stabilizes providers, increases 
health care access for the uninsured, and safeguards 
one of the finest health care systems in the world. 

One of the centerpieces of this effort is legislation 
that raises the tobacco tax 50 cents and uses that 
money to fill immediate financial needs in our hospi¬ 
tals and community health centers (especially centers 
in low income and minority communities) and 
expands coverage for low income workers. 
Unfortunately, because of the recent passage of the 


tobacco tax is the only way to fund the 
Commonwealth’s health care needs. 

The $150 million raised by this tax, along with other 
offsetting federal payments, would cover approxi¬ 
mately 85,000 individuals, up to 300% of the federal 
poverty level ($51,000 for a family of four), who are 
currently uninsured. Money will also go to shore up 
our provider network. Massachusetts has some of the 
best hospitals in the world, but right now, two-thirds of 
them are operating at a loss. In large part, that is 
because the state is mandating that they provide ben¬ 
efits, but is only paying 78%-80% of the cost of those 
benefits. 


Community health centers will also be beneficiar¬ 
ies. Located in our neighborhoods and dedicated to 
our communities, these centers provide high quality, 
affordable, and accessible care. They excel at provid¬ 
ing preventative and prenatal care, keys to keeping us 
healthy and controlling our health costs. 

An increase in the price of cigarettes will also have 
significant health benefits. Smoking kills 28 people 
every day in Massachusetts. We spend $2.3 billion in 
smoking-related health care costs every year. Studies 
show that this tax will reduce smoking rates by 6.3% 
among teens (the population at greatest risk of addic¬ 
tion to cigarettes) and 6.3% among pregnant mothers. 
The lives and the money saved are both enormous. 

Of course, an increase in the tobacco tax is not the 
sole solution. Alone, it does not solve any of our 
health care problems. This tax must be combined with 
steady, year-by-year increase in our spending on all 
health-related costs. In addition to problems with our 
hospitals and the uninsured, we must chip away at the 
following significant areas of concern: a critical short¬ 
age of trained nurses; an inadequate reimbursement 
rate for our nursing homes that has driven one out of 
six into bankruptcy; the reduction of avoidable med¬ 
ical errors; and the lack of privacy in our medical 
records. 


It is going to require sustained effort on the part of 
everyone in the Commonwealth to cure our health 
care woes. Legislators, advocates, health care admin¬ 
istrators, and patients must all come together and 
commit to a comprehensive, multi-year solution to our 
problems. Together we can protect our hospitals, pro-

For Town of Agawam 


The Department of Environmental Protection has 
designated January 15, 2001 through May 1, 2001 for 
open burning. 

Certain guidelines have been established and must 
be adhered to. The Agawam Fire Department will 
issue and monitor each permit on a daily basis. 
Permits will only be issued weather permitting and 
only to those locations meeting guidelines. 

1. Burning of brush, cane driftwood, and forestry 
debris will be allowed. 

2. No grass, hay leaves, stumps, paper products, 
trash of any kind will be allowed. CONSTRUCTION 
MATERIALS ARE STRICTLY PROHIBITED AT ANY 
TIME. 

3. Burning shall take place between the hours of 
10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 


4. NO COMMERCIAL OR INSTITUTIONAL BURN¬ 
ING PERMITS WILL BE ISSUED. 

5. Burning shall be at a location greater than 75 
feet from any dwelling or structure. 

6. Outside burning for cooking purposes is allowed. 

7. NEVER USE GASOLINE TO START THE FIRE.

If Your Clothing Catches Fire, 
STOP, DROP, AND ROLL!!!

All clothing can burn, and some clothing burns 
more easily than others. The Agawam Fire 
Department recommends that if your clothing catch¬ 
es fire, STOP, DROP, AND ROLL to put out the 
flames. 

Don’t run or keep standing. Running will only fan 
the flames and make them higher. Standing up 
straight will make the fire burn faster. 

STOP AND DROP down to the floor or ground. 
ROLL or rock back and forth to smother the flames. 
Smothering the fire cuts off its supply of oxygen so it 
cannot burn. 

If possible, rock or roll in a rug, blanket, or coat to 
smother the fire faster. Attempt to cover your face with 
your hands to keep the fire away from your face. 

When the fire is out, cool the burn with water and 
call the fire department or rescue squad at 911. Do not 
remove the burned clothing if it is stuck to the skin. 
Keep the victim quiet and warm until help arrives. 

The fatal mistake people make in a clothing fire is 
to panic and run. Seconds count. The smothering 
action must be automatic. A trained, immediate 
response of STOP, DROP, AND ROLL is extremely 
important. 

The running response occurs in all age groups, but 


it is prevalent in younger children. Scared children run 
to find parents or mistakenly think that only water can 
put out a fire and they run to find it. Everyone, espe¬ 
cially children, must be taught to STOP, DROP, AND 
ROLL. 

Parents and teachers should encourage children to 
practice by making a weekly game of it. Make sure 
that they understand when and where to use this tech¬ 
nique. 

Most clothing fires are careless accidents and can 
be prevented. Follow these simple rules: 

* Purchase clothing made with a smooth, tight 
weave. Fuzzy, lightweight, loosely woven, or loose-fit¬ 
ting fabric will ignite and burn much easier. 

* Use caution when using or working with any heat 
sources or flames. 

* By law, children’s sleepwear must be flame-retar¬ 
dant at time of purchase (available in sizes up to 6X). 
However, the washing and care instructions must be 
followed to maintain the fire-retardant feature. 

* Keep children away from heat sources such as 
candles, stoves, cigarettes, outdoor grills, matches, 
portable heaters, etc.

Celebration Of Agawam’s Incorporation 


It’s never too early to plan for a 150th anniversary, 
at least that's what they think in Agawam. The 
Agawam Sesquicentennial Committee has been 
formed to begin the task of planning the celebration of 
the 150th anniversary of Agawam’s incorporation in 
2005. 

Members of the committee include Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen, Agawam Historical Commission member 
Rick Bellico, Assistant Superintendent of Agawam 
Schools Mary Czajchowski, Agawam Historical 
Commission Chairman David Cecchi, Agawam 
Historical Commission member Marilyn Curry, Darcy 
Davis, Agawam Cultural Commission Chairman 
Michael Grandfield, Joanne Willis, and Agawam 
Historical Commission member Karla Young. 

Willis has been elected chairperson, with Bellico 
serving as treasurer, Czajchowski as School Liaison 
chair, Cecchi as Publicity and Marketing chair, Curry 
as Chief Historian, and Young as Vice Chair of 
Programming. 

Positions still open are Vice Chair of Fundraising 


and Donations, Secretary, and individual event chairs.

Although Agawam was first settled by John Cable, 
John Woodcock, and William Pynchon in 1635, it was¬ 
n’t until May 17, 1855 that Agawam became an inde¬ 
pendent town. From 1635 until 1774, Agawam was a 
parish of Springfield. Agawam then became a parish 
of West Springfield when that town was incorporated 
in 1774. 

While some residents may remember the 
Centennial celebration held in 1955, fewer probably 
remember the 75th anniversary celebration held in 
1930 or the 50th celebration held in 1905. Drawing on 
these past celebrations, the Agawam 
Sesquicentennial Committee has drawn an outline of 
events that it would like to see included in the four-day 
Sesquicentennial celebration, which is planned for 
Thursday, June 16 through Sunday, June 19, 2005. 

Items under consideration include a parade, 
Sesquicentennial Ball, a “dance on the green,” base¬ 


ball game, tea and historical exhibits, 
barbeque/drover’s roasts, fireworks, road race, drum 
corps contest, military band concert, historical re¬ 
enactment, historical house tour, antique car show, a 
period dress contest, and a re-enactment of The 
Pageant of Agawam, which was written for the town’s 
75th Anniversary. Public input is invited regarding 
these events or any other ideas. 

The biggest obstacle.the committee envisions is 
paying for the events. The goal of the committee is to 
make most events free or available at low cost to all 
residents. This means that in the next five years, a 
fairly substantial treasury needs to be built. To this 
end, the committee would like to see a series of 
fundraising events in the years leading up to the big 
celebration. 

Corporate sponsorships of some events may also 
be pursued. A Sesquicentennial Committee account 
is being set up for donations. Checks should be made 
payable to “Agawam Sesquicentennial Committee” 
and mailed to Agawam Sesquicentennial Committee, 
c/o Mayor’s Office, 36 Main St., Agawam, MA 01001.

When the great Puritan preacher Thomas Hooker (1586-1647) was on his deathbed, a friend tried to 
console him by saying, "Brother Hooker, you are going to receive your reward." "No, no!" he breathed.

In sharp contrast, A. W. Tozer recalled the prayer of a man who had the idea that he coui i earn heaven 
as a reward for trying to keep the Ten Commandments. It went something like this: "Now, God, I admii 
I have not kept number 1 and number 3 and number 7 and number 9. But remember, Father, that I have 
kept all the others." 

How foolish! This man failed to see that if he had broken one commandment, he was guLiy of breaking 
them all (Jas. 2:10). His works were earning him condemnation, not salvation. 

As the apostle Paul reviewed his 30-plus years of sacrificial service, he saw himself as the "chief" of 
sinners and totally dependent on God's mercy. Although he undoubtedly anticipated the rewards he 
would receive, he gloried only in the cross (Gal. 6:14). There Jesus paid the price for sin so that 
everyone who trusts in Him will receive mercy. 

The wonder of God's mercy and grace! Someday I will "go to receive mercy." I hope you will too.-

Our Consciences Can Be Clear... 

This coming Wednesday is Ash Wednesday, the 
beginning of Lent. One’s reaction to this news might 
be, “Gee, I guess Easter is early this year.” Others 
might be prompted to think of what to give up for Lent, 
if that is their particular practice. Lent and Easter 
mean many things to various people. One of the uni¬ 
versal messages of Lent and Easter is the fact that 
people are not perfect. People’s sin is what separates 
us from a perfectly, holy God. Fortunately for us, God 
is more than willing to forgive us. Easter means we 
can have a clear conscience. 

Ever since our earliest ancestors forsook the grace 
of God and deliberately sinned against Him in the 
Garden of Eden, God has provided a means of for¬ 
giveness. Obtaining forgiveness wasn’t always easy, 
but it was possible. The Book of Leviticus describes 
what people had to do to receive forgiveness for vari¬ 
ous sins. A broad example of this can be found in 
chapter four. The Lord told Moses to say to the 
community of Israel: Offer a sacrifice to ask for¬ 
giveness when you sin by accidentally doing 
something I have told you not to do. 

The Lord said: “When any of you ordinary peo¬ 
ple disobey Me without meaning to, you are still 
guilty. As soon as you realize what you have done, 
you must sacrifice a female goat that has nothing

Estate Planning isn't

When you hear the term “estate planning,” do you 
think it applies only to wealthy people with weighty 
financial issues? Certainly, estate planning is critical 
for individuals with substantial assets. What may sur¬ 
prise you, though, is that some of these strategies can 
provide tax-saving and other benefits for people with 
an average net worth as well.

Your estate includes everything 
you own, so don’t forget to tally the value of any busi¬ 
ness assets, life insurance, vacation properties, vehi¬ 
cles, boats, furniture, jewelry, and other property. If 
your estate doesn't exceed your personal exemption 
amount now, it may do so later as its value continues 
to increase over time. So creating an estate plan will 
likely be worthwhile. 

Tax-cutting tactics. Your plan can include several 
tactics to help reduce taxes on your estate. These 
include: 

Gifting to your family early. While the IRS allows 
vou to transfer a certain amount of assets to heir.s 
without incurring estate tax, there are ways to exceed 
this limit. One is through gifting, which enables you to 
transfer up to $10,000 per year each to any number of 
people without gift tax. If 
you’re married, you and 
your spouse can give a 
total of $20,000 per per¬ 
son. For example, let’s 
say you and your spouse 
give $20,000 annually to 
each of your three chil¬ 
dren and six grandchil¬ 
dren - for a total of nine 
people. The gifts allow 
you to transfer $180,000 
per year out of your and 
your spouse’s estates 
without reducing your 
lifetime exemptions. As 
you can see, the earlier 
you start, the more 
assets you can pass to 
your children free of 
estate or gift tax. 

Gifting to your favorite 
charities. There’s no limit 
to how much you can 
give to charities, and 
your contributions are 
generally exempt from 
gift or estate tax. During 
your lifetime, you may 
want to take advantage 
of additional tax breaks 
by giving appreciated 
assets such as stocks or 
stock fund shares that 
you’ve held at least a 
year. You not only avoid 
capital gains tax on such 
assets, you may also get 
a tax deduction for their 
full appreciated value.

Answer: Your divorce attorney may, if appropriate, 
file a motion with the court requesting that visitations 
be supervised either by a privately paid visitation 
supervisor or by The Visitation Center, which is a pro¬ 
gram of the YMCA in Western Massachusetts which 
provides services for families affected by domestic 
violence. As per their brochure, the following services 
are available at the Visition Center: 

“1. Supervised Visits: If there is a risk of on-going 
physical or emotional abuse, including sexual abuse, 
or if the use of alcohol or drugs is a concern, visits at 
the center will be closely monitored by volunteers who 
will model parenting skills and enforce the rules of the 
center.

7. Pay to the victim the sum of $3,200.00 as com¬ 
pensation for lost wages, with interest thereon at the 
statutory rate from the date the complaint was filed. 

8. Pay to the victim the sum of $20,000.00 as com¬ 
pensation for emotional distress resulting from unlaw¬ 
ful sexual harassment, with interest thereon at the 
statutory rate from the date the complaint was filed.”

2. Unsupervised On-Site Visits: Structured visits 
without close monitoring may be held at the site when 
there is a threat of abduction or stalking or if any 
appropriate place to visit the children is unavailable. 

3. Neutral Drop-Off and Pick-Up: The custodial par¬ 
ent/guardian brings the child to the YWCA Visitation 
Center. The non-custodial parent, using separate 
parking and entrance areas, picks the child up and 
returns him/her to the center at a specified time. The 
exchange is made by staff so parents do not have 
contact. 

4. Court Reports: Visitation Center staff write 
progress reports for the court and make recommen¬ 
dations as needed.” 

The Visitation Center states that their mission is, “to 
provide a child-friendly place where custodial parents 
can bring their children for court-ordered visitation 
without fear of physical or emotional harm."

These past several weeks, I have been sharing 
my story about the life of my second child. This is 
a story I began writing several years ago and con¬ 
tinue to write today. I hope to share our story, in 
chapter form, over the next couple of months. 
Last week, in the second part of Chapter 3, I 
described the gut-wrenching experience of having 
our baby leave the hospital without our having 
bonded to be transferred to Hartford Hospital. 
Thus began my attempt of communicating with 
my wife, Mellon, recovering from her C-section, 
son at home with child care, and traveling back 
and forth to our daughter. 

Chapter 4 

THE OPERATION - The Call 

"Julia,” I sobbed, gasping for air. “Julia,” I shook 
uncontrollably. “Julia," I finally came to say in a slow, 
calm, reassuring whisper. I regained my breathing, 
gently stroking my tears from my cheeks. 

I experience this sequence today, like a recurring 
dream, revisiting me to remember. To remember that 
night after Julia’s transfer. At times, I lay in bed at 
night still sobbing uncontrollably, attempting to face 
not only my memory of Julia, but my memory of me. 

These last few months I have been unable - unwill¬ 
ing perhaps - to revisit the “call" of Julia. Perhaps this 
has something to do with my own struggle to continue 
writing our story. Well, anyway, one night recently, I 
found myself flicking the channels into the wee hours. 
Alone in the glow of the TV light, motionless toward 
caring for myself to go to bed, I remembered seeing 
earlier on the programming guide station that "Brian’s 
Song” was on channel 28. Maybe it is still on, I won¬ 
dered. So, I surfed and came upon its ending. That 
same ending I cried for many years ago. Gail Sayers, 
Brian Picalo’s best friend, spoke to an audience while 
accepting an award. His words remained with me 
then, as they did this night, inviting once again the 
“call” of Julia. He said of his recently departed friend, 
Brian, “Remember him not only in his death, but in his 
life.” And so, I sobbed for my Julia and I sobbed for 
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Julia - you challenge me to face you in your life and 
death, and to face my self in our story of our 11 days 
together through ‘til today. 

* * * 

The morning after Julia's birth, I arranged child care 
for Kevin, visited Mellon in her hospital, and was off to 
Hartford Hospital. Before going upstairs to visit Julia in 
her new surroundings, I first met with one of the staff’s 
pediatric cardiologists, Dr. (I can’t recall his name). He 
went on to describe that Julia’s transfer went well. She 
was resting comfortably and was receiving medication 
to artificially, temporarily, permit her fetal opening - the 
ductus foramen ovale - to remain open. He explained 
how we experience this process at birth when our fetal 
circulation seals itself off in order to get us ready to 
begin breathing on our own. He stated that Julia’s 
hole had already closed up and her heart wasn’t work¬ 
ing properly. And that they would be able to temporar¬ 
ily re-open the hole with medication, but that surgery 
would be necessary to address her more serious 
problem. 

Julia’s diagnosis, Epstein’s malformation, is the 
rarest form of heart anomaly. This is where one of her 
ventricles was not properly formed and inhibited a 
proper flow of oxygen and blood. While the medica¬ 
tion temporarily re-opened the ductus foramen ovale, 
it rerouted the circulation to allow the other chambers 
to function normally. Her heart, however, could not 
sustain itself for much longer without what he called a 
“shunt by-pass procedure.” This would, in effect, 
through the implantation of a specially designed tube, 
by-pass the damaged ventricle and allow the heart to 
have the ductus foramen ovale sealed shut and func¬ 
tion with only three chambers. He proceeded to say 
that the success rate was very encouraging and typi¬ 
cally at the age of two or so, they would again perform 
surgery to modify the size of the shunt to account for 
normal physical development. 

After my extensive crash course in heart anatomy, 
including color overlays and other visual aids, the doc¬ 
tor informed me that their specialist that performs this 
highly sensitive procedure was out of the country and 
was expected back in a few days. Most likely, Julia’s 
medication would continue to maintain her stable con¬ 
dition while they waited for the doctor’s return. They 
did, however, assure me that they were proceeding to 
seek alternative openings in other regional hospitals 
capable of performing this procedure. They men¬ 


tioned that nearby Boston’s Children Hospital current¬ 
ly had no openings. 

So by mid-afternoon, I finished up on the third floor 
and readied myself for the trip up to my daughter on 
the fifth floor. I called Mellon and briefly described to 
her the information I was able to absorb, checked in 
on Kevin, and found the elevator. 

I couldn’t understand why I was so scared! Here I 
was receiving relatively good news about my daugh¬ 
ter’s future and still I remained terrified. As with most 
experiences in life, the answers to our “why” ques¬ 
tions don’t usually reveal themselves (at least con¬ 
sciously) in that moment, but often later in time. This 
experience was no different for me. The moments 
together with Julia that afternoon and the following 
morning amounted to about five or so hours. The 
interaction contained in these moments in time are 
some of the most precious in my memory. 

I knew I was doing something so unusual, so un¬ 
familiar, so un-family-like for me. I was “in the 
moment.” It was just Julia and me, one-on-one bond¬ 
ing. This opportunity was so unlike my first opportuni¬ 
ty to bond with my first child, Kevin. He was my two- 
and-a-half-month preemie in the intensive care unit for 
some four weeks before arriving home. His stay in the 
hospital and arrival home found me working my Wall 
Street 60-hour-or-more-a-week job, attempting to 
grab small bites of time with him. Also competing for 
my time was our three-story brownstone renovation 
project I was overseeing. I missed out on so much 
with Kevin. I wasn’t going to let this happen again. I 
suspended all my graduate school activity to face how 
I was going to handle these most intimate of moments 
alone with myself in connection with this warm, now 
pink-skinned, bundle of expressions, sounds, fluid 
and movement.

Sledding 

Parents and caregivers should remind children to: 

* Avoid lying flat on the sled while riding down¬ 
hill. Always sit up with feet forward - lying flat increas¬ 
es the chance of head and abdominal injuries. 

* Never ride in a sled that is being pulled by a 
motorized vehicle. 

* Make sure the number of children riding on 
the sled does not exceed the manufacturer’s rec¬ 
ommendation.

With a few safety precautions, skiing is a sport that 
even young children can enjoy.

Lumbar Support Belts 

Many patients have asked over the years about 
lumbar, or low back, support belts. Belts can be effec¬ 
tive to help support the local muscles. Occasionally, if 
someone is experiencing acute low back pain and 
has difficulty moving around, I may suggest using a 
low back brace to help support the area during a vul¬ 
nerable time. This helps the person get in/out of the 
car, move around, and get by. They are cautioned not 
to wear the brace constantly and to take it off when at 
rest. 

I may suggest using a brace if the back is fatigued 
from an activity (example: raking or shoveling) and 
the person has another physically demanding job to 
perform that is not part of their normal routine (spring 
housecleaning, painting, etc.). A brace in this 
instance helps support the musculature and may pre¬ 
vent an injury to the low back. 

In these cases, we recommend using a brace for a 
specific reason and a specific amount of time. 
Wearing a low back support constantly can cause the 
low back muscles to become lazy and weak. Several 
years ago when OSHA stated that workplaces must 
use low back belts, I felt that this was a poor decision. 

I felt that workers’ muscles would get weak from 
depending on the brace, then the worker would go 
home and perform a physical activity without the belt 
and BAM, the back would go out. Sure enough, a 
recent study, one of the largest studies conducted by 
the National Institute of Occupational Safety and 
Health, found that back belts do not prevent back pain 
or back pain disability. 

Does this mean back belts do not work? Not really. 
It means you cannot make a blanket policy for people. 
Back support belts are very effective for certain peo¬ 
ple with certain conditions at certain times. To say 
everybody would benefit from wearing a back support 
is ridiculous. 

Human bodies are each so unique not only struc¬ 
turally, how they are shaped, but also functionally, 
how they move. I could have two people come in with 
the exact same injury, one respond favorably to a cer¬ 
tain technique or therapy, and the other respond poor¬ 
ly- 

This certainly makes my job interesting and chal¬ 
lenging, to find the appropriate diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment for each individual. If everybody responded the 
same, all we would have to do is hand out low back 
supports to everyone and never worry about pain 
again. Listen to the needs of your own body.

Fun Facts On The New Disney 
California Adventure Theme Park 


Disney’s California Adventure - Disney’s newest 
theme park - opened its golden gates to guests on 
Feb. 8, 2001 at the new Disneyland Resort in 
Southern California. 

While the new park shares Disney’s heritage of 
inventive place-making and innovative storytelling, it 
has its own attitude and style. Disney’s California 
Adventure park is a fun-filled celebration of the 
California dream, giving guests a taste of the adven¬ 
tures, ideas, and breathtaking settings that have 
attracted millions of people to California. 

Here are a few examples of how Disney magic 
brings the California dream to life: 

* California Screamin’, a 6,000-foot-long steel roller 
coaster, takes guests 0 to 55 mph in about four sec¬ 
onds, and features a 360-degree loop-de-loop around 
a shimmering silhouette of Mickey Mouse. 

* From across Paradise Bay, it appears that the 
Sun Wheel actually dips passengers into the lagoon. 
This illusion was created by building a bunker in the 
bay that goes below the water level and then situating 
mirrors so that it looks like the gondolas go under 


water. 

* One of the unique things about Golden Zephyr, a 
“spinning-spaceship” attraction, is that no manufactur¬ 
er had built a ride like this in 35 years, and the origi¬ 
nal antique design had to be found before this ride 
could be reproduced. 

* Because Disney’s California Adventure park is 
located within a residential zone and must adhere to 
certain noise restriction guidelines, special “scream" 
tubes were designed for California Screamin' to muf¬ 
fle guests’ screams during those thrill portions of the 
ride. 

* The majority of the 5.8 million pounds of steel 
used on California Screamin' is not necessary to sup¬ 
port the roller coaster, but was put there purely as a 
visual re-enforcement, to create the illusion that this is 
a vintage wooden roller coaster. 

* King Triton’s Carousel was manufactured by the 
very same company that Walt Disney used in 1954 to 
help him add horses to his original King Arthur 
Carrousel at Disneyland Park. 

* Guests are treated to the smell of fresh oranges 
during Orange Stinger, a four-story “swing ride” 
attraction. 

* The focal point of the entry plaza is the 150-foot- 
tall Sun, made of titanium and coated with a surface 
of shattered glass and broken tile to create a glisten¬ 
ing effect. Because the Sun faces north (away from 
the real sun), six heliostats in the plaza will track the 
real sun and bounce light onto the icon Sun. 

* The Burger Invasion restaurant’s hamburger 
spaceship reaches a height of 35 feet, has a diameter 
of 45 feet and weighs 7.9 tons. The estimated calories 
of the giant hamburger, if it were real, are 12,936,460 
(actual calculation).

“Jack” In The Box Office... 


One of the most celebrated actors of modern cine¬ 
ma is Jack Nicholson. Here are some of my favorite 
films starring Nicholson. (A follow-up to this article will 
appear in a future edition of Pisano’s Picks.) 

* “Chinatown”: 1974. Rated R. 

This film is a favorite among Jack Nicholson fans. 
Roman Polanski directed a star-studded cast in a 
story about a Los Angeles private eye, J.J.”Jake” 
Gittes, who finds himself lured into an explosive case 
by femme fatale Evelyn Mulwray, played by Faye 
Dunaway. 

This film contains all the attributes that a success¬ 
ful crime drama should have. The most formidable of 
these, however, is clearly the intensley powerful plot 
twists. You will find yourself very involved in this film 
as Gittes uncovers clues throughout the story. John 
Huston also delivers an intense performance as 
Mulwray’s father. 

This film, aside from its high production value, also 
proves to be significant in that it catapulted both 
Polanski’s and Nicholson’s careers and served to 
foreshadow their respective film successes that would 


follow in later years. 

The newly-released special edition version of this 
film is now available. The new DVD features behind- 
the-scenes interviews with Roman Polanski, Robert 
Evans, and Robert Towne. Towne’s screenplay won 
an Oscar and solidified this film’s place as a classic. 
(This pictured was eventually followed by the 1990 
sequel “The Two Jakes.") 5 STARS. 

* “One Flew Over The Cuckoo’s Nest”: 1975. 
Rated R. 

Milos Forman directed this Oscar winner about a 
social outcast who enters an insane asylum and 
inspires his fellow inmates to recognize their self- 
worth amid institutional authority. 

Jack Nicholson plays the outcast named Randall 
Patrick Me Murphy and delivers his now-expected 
superb performance. The two centrals here clearly are 
McMurphy, who personifies individuality, and Nurse 
Ratched (played wonderfully by Louise Fletcher), who 
personifies the institutional machine. Other memo¬ 
rable performances include those by Danny DeVito, 
Christopher Lloyd, Scatman Crothers, Vincent 
Schiavelli, and Peter Brocco. 

It is interesting to note that what seems to make 
this film work is (like the characters in the story) its 
individuality among the genre of films that were 
released circa 1975, many of which were geared 
towards the youth of the time. The film doesn’t seem 
dated at all because of the timeless theme of the film. 

Forman’s film received a whopping five Oscars in 
all the top categories - including Best Picture, Best 
Actor (Nicholson), Best Actress (Fletcher), Best 


Director, and Best Screenplay - in 1976 and still 
proves to be one Nicholson’s finest exhibitions. 5 

STARS. 

* “A Few Good Men”: 1992. Rated R. 

Jack Nicholson, Tom Cruise, and Demi Moore star 
in this military drama about the investigation sur¬ 
rounding two Marines who killed one of their own. 
Nicholson (although his screen time is limited) still 
manages to steal the show from Cruise and Moore. 

Cruise plays Lt. Daniel Caffey, a Naval lawyer who 
views the murder as an open-and-shut case. Then 
another Naval lawyer, Lt. Joanne Galloway (Moore), 
argues that the Marines were merely following orders. 
This is the conflict of the film on which director Rob 
Reiner depends to deliver the high drama that is 
prevalent throughout the film. 

Many of the film’s most memorable moments come 
from the performance of Nicholson. His stern and 
almost psychotic presence is felt even when he is not 
on screen. This type of tension builds into one mighty 
crescendo that erupts into a courtroom battle that 
remains the film’s best sequence. 

Also worth mentioning is the fine supporting work of 
such talents as Kevin Bacon, Kiefer Sutherland, Kevin 
Pollack, and Cuba Gooding, Jr. 4 STARS.

Say “Cheese”!!! 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at 
P.O. Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

Cheese - what a wonderful product! What do you 
think of when someone says, "Cheese”? Do you 
smile for the photo? Do you think of American 
cheese slices? Maybe to you Cheddar is better. 

The variety of Cheddar is great. Around here, we 
may think of the Granville Store and celler-aged 
Cheddar cheese. The aging process can help to 
determine just how sharp the cheese is. Mild, sharp, 
extra sharp, and in Granville you can buy the dread¬ 
ful. 

Cabot from Vermont makes a good cheese. From 
New York, there is Hell of a Good; farther west, you 
will find folks asking for the mildest, Colby. (I like 
Colby for sandwiches and baked macaroni & 
cheese.) 

Blue cheese is not just for salad dressing and 
dips; you get the taste from penicillium roqueforti. 
From Italy come two favorites: pecorino romano (a 
sheep’s milk cheese) and, of course, parmigiano 
reggiano. Do not think that the pre-ground cheese in 
a cardboard tube is as good as freshly grated. Try 
buying from an Italian market, where you can be

assured you are getting the real parmigiano. 

From France, we have brie and chevre (goat 
cheese). Brie in a pastry crust and baked is a won¬ 
derful appetizer, and served with hot pepper jelly 
makes for a real treat. Put some goat cheese on 
crusty, toasted bread slices topped with olives, 
pimento, etc. (wow - you will have a new favorite 
cheese!) 

As for edam and gouda, they make great 
desserts with fruit. Germany offers butterkase, 
which is smooth and mild. 

Of course, we can’t forget the Swiss or the 
Greeks. We are all familiar with Swiss cheese, 
which is great on burgers and sandwiches (and it 
melts well, too). Feta from Greece is a must on 
antipasto! 

Next time you are making a grilled cheese sand¬ 
wich, try spreading the bread with mayonnaise 
instead of butter; it is better for browning and it’s 
great. For baked macaroni & cheese, I use a mix¬ 
ture: colby (60 percent), Monteray Jack (20 per¬ 
cent), parmigiano (10 percent), and finish with 
gouda. Depending on the amount you’re making, 
add half & half to make it creamy. Sprinkle with 
bread crumbs and potato chips, then dot with butter 
(350 degrees ‘til browned). 

For cheese dogs out on the grill, use a good, nat¬ 
ural-casing hot dog like Blue Seal. Split them down 
the middle, fill with Cheddar, wrap with bacon, slice, 
and cook them off the fire side of the grill (so you 
don’t burn the bacon). 

Try mixing up the cheese that you cook with. Be 
adventurous.

cheese. I love cheese and I bet you do, too. Nothing 
can add more zip to a salad than feta cheese. You 
will find feta packed in brine to maintain the cheese. 

Drain off the water to use. You can chunk it or 
crumble for salads, and it is great to use when roast¬ 
ing a stuffed leg of lamb. In salads, add feta, 
Kalamata olives, and a touch of dry mustard to your 
vinaigrette. Add a little extra oregano and some gar¬ 
lic. Top with some sweet butter pickles and you have 
a Greek salad. 

With a leg of lamb, slice along the bone. Fill with 
a mixture of spinich cooked with onions and garlic. 
Layer some Feta cheese. Tie the roast and place 
into a hot oven for 25 minutes. Now reduce your 
temperature to 300 degrees and continue for 20 
minutes per pound until the thermometer reads 160 
degrees. Do not let the thermometer touch the 
bone. 

There you have it ... cheese! Whether you use it 
in an omelette, on chili, around a hot dog, or in your 
salad, be sure to say, “Cheese!" It’s sure to make 
your smile!

The Hyphen... 

Hey, I know the hyphen is just a dash, just a small 
mark on a piece of paper, so then why do I think it has 
such significance that I need a column to write about 
it? 

I guess it all started when, unfortunately, I had to go 
to a cemetery. There, listening to words spoken at the 
service, my eyes invariably wandered and I gazed 
upon some neighboring tombstones. How stark, how 
dreary, how boldly they stood upright against the ele¬ 
ments. 

Looking more closely, I saw the deceased’s name 
and then the years signifying his birth and death. 
Perhaps it stated 1901 - 1995 ... no matter .... what 
does matter is the hyphen.

So, all the way home, I mused about the hyphen 
and I realized how important that hyphen is to each 
one of us. We are still defining that hyphen, and it’s 
our choices that fill in that gap. Unfortunately, we will 
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all have an end point just as we have all had a begin¬ 
ning point, but it’s what transpires in between that’s so 
important. 

Maybe Mr. Smith was born to a poor family, and 
that’s what greeted him in 1901. However, as the 
years continued, perhaps he chose to go to school, 
then college, and then study hard, succeed, and final¬ 
ly enter the business world. 

Along the way, he married, had a family, and 
became a super dad and devoted husband. His busi¬ 
ness flourished, and he gave generously to his family 
and friends in the form of money and love. 

When 1995 arrived, Mr. Smith had done well with 
his hyphen. He had filled it beautifully. Of course, he 
had many years to hone that hyphen. 

But, do the years really matter? It’s not the length 
that counts, but rather how much we fill the space that 
is allotted to us. 

I thought if only some of my students could think 
along these lines. If only they realized that now they 
are defining that hyphen. 

If only they realized that their space is a finite one, 
so they should try to fill it in the best possible and pos¬ 
itive way that they can. They should try to embrace 
each day, learn from their mistakes, be challenged by 
their problems, and keep trying to be the best that 
they can be. 

Yes, life is a continuum, and it does have a begin¬ 
ning and an end. But it’s what we all try to do with the 
hyphen, the middle, which is so important. Outside 
forces do affect the hyphen, but it is how each of us 
chooses to deal with those forces that really defines 
us. 

May we each choose to fill that hyphen with pro¬ 
ductivity, promise, love, and peace. After all, it is the 
hyphen that leaves its indelible mark.

The Agawam High girls’ basketball team took 
another step towards a tournament berth with a 54-32 
win at West Springfield on Tuesday evening 
(February 20th). 

It was the Brownies’ second win in a row, which 
saw their record rise to 9-10, 2-5 ... one away from the 
big dance. 

Agawam dominated the Terriers, who two weeks 
ago nicked the Brownies, 45-43, at Kibbe Gym. 

Liz Stieg (13 points, 3-3’s) started things off on the 
right foot, draining a trey with 1:10 off the clock. Laura 
Bucalo got one of two from the line. Jill Gendron and 
Stieg hit deuces, and - just like that - Agawam was up, 
8 - 0 . 

They would never look back. 

With 8:15 left, Agawam (with the hot hand and a 
blistering defense) led 14-6. A deuce from Kristen 
Strole and Jenna Shea put the visitors up, 18-6, with 
7:26 left. At that point, the Brownies were shooting 8- 
16 from the floor, while the Terriers were floundering 
at 3-13. 

Another Stieg trey and Agawam led 21-8 at 6:28. 
West Side (walking on its heels now) had no answer. 
Strole, who is just a sophomore but is starting to per¬ 
form like a veteran, popped a deuce. Stieg, draining 
her third three of the half, made it 26-8, Agawam with 
5:59 left. 

The Brownie press, at this point (led by Shea, 
Stieg, and Meghan Kelly), had West Side fighting the 
shot clock. A Shea three at 5:05 saw Agawam run¬ 
ning away - 29-8. 

The Brownies closed out the half with a Gendron 
three-pointer, which increased the lead to 32-12. 

Agawam came out in a 1-2-2 zone for the second 
half. West Side (looking for some kind of answer) 
made a semi-run, outscoring the Brownies, 7-2, with 
3:01 gone and closing the gap to 34-19. Shea then 
came back with her second three of the game, and 
Agawam led 37-19. 

A Stieg deuce, followed by two more from 
Gendron, had the Brownies up, 41-21. Bucalo 
drained two, and Agawam led 43-21 with 5:58 to play. 

It was “Senior Night” for the Terriers, but even that 
incentive wasn’t nearly enough. 

Agawam went up, 51-27, on 6-13 shooting, while 
West Side (4-15, 1-6) at 4-26 couldn’t put a brick in 
the ocean. 

In the end, Brownie Coach Bronwyn Monahan was 
all smiles. She especially enjoyed the way her kids 
played defense. 

“Yeah, they have that intensity you need if you’re 
going to have a chance to win,” she said. 

At presstime, the Brownies were getting ready to 
meet powerful Longmeadow (15-4, 7-0), a playoff 
team which beat Agawam, 42-31, at Kibbe Gym a 
while back. A win over the Lancers and Agawam is in.

ing the contest, just about every one of them was con¬ 
tested by a Brownie double- or (at times) triple-team 
on the glass-clearing shooter. 

It came as no surprise that Amherst would labor to 
get back into it, which they attempted with 6:51 gone, 
going on a 6-0 run to make it 9-8, Brownies. However, 
when they needed the step-up shot, senior Keegan 
Clark provided it via a deuce from the left baseline 
with 7:10 to go and the Brownies went up, 11-8. 

A Hurricane two was answered with a trey off a 
sweet shot by Jenna Shea as the shot clock ran out. 
And the Brownies were up, 14-10 with six minutes left. 

Amherst would not go away. They got another 
deuce to close things to 14-12, Agawam. Then Shea 
got mugged and hit both of her foul shots, giving 
Agawam a 16-12 margin with 4:46 to go. 

Agawam was still in their full-court press, which 
was giving the Hurricanes fits. Shea fed a cutting 
Vicky Taylor for two, and a Bucalo 1-2 (off a foul on an 
offensive rebound) put Agawam up, 19-12. 

Two Amherst turnovers (they would have 11 to 
Agawam’s two in the first half) saw the Brownies cash 
in for a deuce with two minutes remaining to raise 
their lead to 21-12. 

Senior Jill Gendron (who had been spearheading 
the Agawam press) then went to the top of the circle 
and airmailed a trey with 50 seconds left, making it 24- 
14, Agawam. With just over two seconds to go, Shea 
popped a deuce and the half ended, 26-14, Brownies. 

The intense Agawam effort - a decent showing on 
offense (10-29, including 3-3’s and 3-5 from the stripe) 
and a super display of defense (where they held the 
Hurricanes to 6-18) - was a performance you’d want 
to paste up in your book of remembrances. 

If the faithful thought the first half was special, they 
had to love the second 16. 

The Brownies’ Second-Half “Mission”... 

It was clear that the mission for the Brownies was 
to maintain their intensity. Gendron started things out 
with a two 50 seconds in, upping Agawam’s lead to 
28-14. Agawam led 28-18 with 2:01 gone. 

The Brownies were still employing their furious 
press, which (at times) had the ‘Canes treating the 
basketball like it was a grenade. Gendron got two on 
a steal, then stole the ball again and dished to Taylor 
in the lane for two more. Before you knew it, the 
Brownies enjoyed a 32-18 advantage at the 12:35 
mark, which saw them shooting 3-4 while Amherst hit 
2-4. 

Stieg drained a three-pointer to give Agawam its 
biggest lead of the game, 35-18 with 11:38 left. Then

the teams began to trade hoops, which (considering 
their comfortable spread) was okay with the Brownies. 

With 7:35 left, a Clark two had the home team up, 
41-26. At that point, the Brownies were 7-9 from the 
floor. 

“I’m not too surprised. We worked hard in practice 
to improve our shooting," commented Monahan. The 
harried Hurricanes could only manage 5-12. 

Amherst, which had been trying to post up all game 
long, finally started to see some results with a 6-2 run, 
closing to 43-34. A peek at the clock (which showed 
4:35 left) told everyone on hand that there was still 
enough time in this very entertaining game for a lot to 
happen. 

The Brownies, however, were still shooting lights 
out - 8-11. Meanwhile, Amherst had improved consid¬ 
erably- 9-17. 

A baseline jumper by Clark gave Agawam a 45-34 
lead at the 3:15 mark. Amherst was still in their man- 
to-man, but the Brownies were passing well, looking 
for the open shooter and killing time. Gendron got two 
in the lane, then (after a Hurricane time-out) hit one of 
two from the stripe to up the lead to 48-36. 


The final points came on an Amherst three and a 
Stieg deuce on an offensive rebound off a Hurricane 
turnover. 

“From an intensity point of view, this was our best 
game of the season. We had the right attitude for 
sure. Now, we just have to keep it up,” Monahan stat¬ 
ed. 

Indeed, Agawam - which is 8-10, 1-5 at this writing 
- must win its final two games against West Side (see 
related story) and Longmeadow if they are to make 
the playoffs. Both of these contests are on the road.

Both men’s and women’s teams from Tim Daggett 
Gold Medal Gymnastics of Agawam traveled to Las

The men’s team split between the elite senior 
Winter Cup competition and the junior Blackjack 
Invitational. The women competed in Las Vegas
